Construction of two residential buildings with associated parking and infrastructure.

The application was presented by David Ziaks of F.A. Hesketh and Associates. There will be two
residential apartment buildings constructed per the master plan that has been approved. One building will
have 30 unit and the other 42 units. There would be under building parking as well as outside parking.
The underground parking will be connected to sanitary sewer with oil separators. There will be storm
water galleys underground for water quality before discharge to the watercourse. The work in the upland
review would consist of parking and utilities and the upland would cover a corner of each building. The
erosion and sediment controls would consist of silt fencing primarily. When grading any steeper slopes
would be armored with hay matting.
